TUBERCULOSIS. 


The situation which Malaya has 
to face in resaird to the scourge of 
tubereulasis ig by ono means dis: 
similar to that which exists here in: 
Hongkong.” In both the one place 
and the other, tubercular diseases 
take a terrible toll of death every 
year, and in neither ef them is 
there any special institution at 
which patients may receive Creat- 
ment. The yearly, average of 
deaths in’ the Straits Settlements, 
we notices, is about 2,700, whieh 
works out al about 2.7 per cent. of 
the population. ‘Phat is about the 
same figure as Hongkong. bere in 
this Colany, however, tuberculosis 
the dis the 
highest mortality, accounting for 
over 12 percent. of the total deaths, 
deaths. In) Malaya, 
th Malaya, we believe, malaria has 
an even higher mortality rate 
than’ that. The probability, how- 
ever, is that both in the case of the 
Straits Settlements and Hongkong, 
the incidence of the disease is far’ 
yreater than the death statistics 
indicate, since so many Chinese. 
who contract the disease return to 
their native country when it ig ap- 
parent that there, is no hope of 
recovery, . 

The problem is admittedly a dif- 
ficult one. It is true, as the official 
replies to questions In the Singa- 
pore Legislative Council recently 
indicated, that much of the value 
of treatment in clinics would be 
nullified when patients returned to 
insanitary homes. It, is for this 
rengson that the Singapere authori- 
ties do not intend -at the moment 
establishing clinics. It is suggest 
ed that this-step should be left over.

Such  buy-bears 
of childhood as arithmetic, spelling 
and grammar can never be sugars 
coated very much. But plenty of 
things could be taught through the 
films. A child could be informed 
about this world and the people who 
live in it, and the work could be 
done quickly and thoroughly. The 
cinema ean be one of the grentest 
allies the school teacher ever had. 
When we finally get used to Its 
fullest potentialities, it is safe to 
say that school children will not 
be half as cager for holiday time 
to come, around. :

“LOOPHOLE IN THE 
- ORDINANCES? 


BARGAINING FOR BRIBE NOT 
“AN OFFENCE. * 


Agreolng with tho defence, Mr. 
Williams, at tho Central Police 
Court yesterday afternoon, ruled 
that o mero bargaining by a public 
officer for a bribe without the 
would-be-giver consenting. to the 
sum demanded did not come within 
the meaning of the Ordinance. He 
accordingly discharged a District 
Watchman of agrecing to accopt a 
bribe of $1. 

Mr. G. 5. Hugh Jomes was for 
the dofendant. , 

According to tho cvidence, the 
defendant desired to search the 
luggage of o boarder of the Tung 
Fong Boarding House of 278, Des 
Voeux Road, Central. Tho man's 
belongings had been taken to one 
of the wharves on the seafront by 
a coolfe while the owner was to 
follow later. When the. defendant 
asked that tho luggage be searched 
the coolie telephoned to the board- 
ing house and waa told to offer the 
District Watchman 60 cents. 

When told of the offer, the de- 
fendant demanded $1 but the coolie 
replied that ho could only agree to 
pay the sum which had been men- 
tioned to him over the telephone. 
Just then a Revenue Officer appear- 
ed on the scene and, on Iearning of 
what was transpiring,. the parties 
went to the Police Station. 

No Agreement. 

Mr. Hugh Jones, remarked that 
although It was not the time to ad- 
dress his Worship, ‘there was ne 
case for him to answer on the 
coolie’s evidence nor was théere any- 
thing on which to cross-examine the 
witness. The defendant was 
charged with agrgeing to accept a 
bribe hut there was no evidence of 
any agreement. If the defendant 
had agreed to aceept the 60 cents 
there would have been an agree: 
ment but he had flatly refuaed that 
amount, There had to be willing- 
ness on the part of the witness to 
give the amount before there could 
be willingness on the defendant's 
part to accept it. The. witness had 
definitely stated that he would only 
give the sum mentioned to him on 
the telephone. There had to be two 
people to make an agreement; one 
man could not agree with himself. 

Inspector John Murphy, who pro- 
secubed, remarked that if 2 man 
demanded more than he was offered 
it muat surely be an offence. If a 
man were offered $10 but he asked 
for $11 it implied that he agreed* to 
naecept $11. 

Mr. Hugh Jones replied that it 
might be an offence to demand the 
money and if the charge were 
amended he would be prepared to 
defend it but there was no evidence 
of agreeing to accept. 

Mr. Murphy replied that the 
word “demand” was not mentioned 
in the section of the Ordinance 
under which the defendant was 
charged, 

His Worship agreed with Mr. 
Hugh Jones that there had been no 
agreement. Hg remarked that a 
ruling in favour ‘ 
would seem to leave a loophole in 
the Ordinance, What his Worship 
thought had happened was that the 
Revenue Officer had arrived on the 
scene a Ilttle too early. .
